For Maneuvers at Polk 


WASHINGTON —The Army said | 


this week that Exercise Sage Brush, 
its biggest field training maneuver 
since War II, will. take place in 
and around Camp Polk, La., in No- 
vember and December of this year. 

In. announcing its tentative 
schedule of field exercises, the 
Army also said that 110,000 out 
of 135,000 men involved in field 
exercises all over the Western hem- 
isphere during the next 11% 
months would be céncentrated in 
the one exercise. 

This is an increase of 10,000 over 
the figure released by the Army 
three weeks ago as participants in 
Sage Brush. 

Information available in Wash- 
ington indicates that the Army is 


having little trouble getting use 
permits for the 7,000,000 acres of 
land in western Louisiana for Sage 
Brush, Getting these clearances 
is the condition necessary to re- 
opening Camp Polk on a permanent 
basis as the Army’s ConUS ma- 
neuver area.

WASHINGTON.—Officers whose 
next overseas assignment would 
normally be the Far East, and par- 
ticularly Korea, are likely to be 
sent to that command earlier than 
has been the practice up to now, 
the Army said this week, 

Officer requirements in Korea, 
particularly in the grade of colonel 
and potentially in lower grades, 
now exceed the number available 
under present assignment policies.

W2 Is Now 


Automatic 


WASHINGTON. — Promotion of 
qualified warrant officers (W-1) to 
chief warrant officers (W-2) after 
18 months in grade by regimental, 
group or comparable unit com- 
manders who are colonels or higher 
—will begin on Sept. 1, the Army 
announced this week. 

At the same time, the Army 
made the first temporary promo- 
tions to pay grades W-3 and W-4 
for this new fiscal year. The new 
promotions all came from the re- 
commended lists in DA Circular 
624-39. Fifty-four new W-4’s were 
announced and 31 new W-3’s. 


The Army’s announcement that 





‘promotion from warrant officer to 


chief (W-2) would be like that for 
second lieutenants to first was 
made from the Adjutant General’s 
Office. 

Revision of AR 624155 which 
covers temporary warrant officer 
promotions “vests authority to_ef- 
fect such promotions upon deSig- 
nated commanders,” the announce- 
ment says. “They may further dele- 
gate this authority to commanders

Some officers may be returned 
to the Far East command, “as a 
last resort,” the Army said, if their 
last FEC assignment was in a “fa- 
vorable area” of the theater—one 
where dependents are permitted. 





WASHINGTON.—Over De- 
fense Department protes 
the Senate this week pre 
to tack a cash. bonus of $4 
to an already riddled Nationa 
Reserve Plan, payable to any 
man now in service who will 
join a Reserve unit on his re- 
lease from active duty. 


And, under a proposal shaping 
up in the Senate Armed Services 
committee, a man who refuses the 
bonus may be assigned to a stand- 
by Reserve unit on his release 
from AD, but need not take an 
active. part in it. 

That is virtually the situation 
existing today, with the Reserve 
force numbering 1% million “on 
paper” but only about 50 percent 
effective. 

At Senate hearings this week, a 
Defense group headed by Adm, 
Arthur Radford, Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, vigorously 
objected to any such provisions on 
the grounds that: 

@ The Defense Department then 
would Have no assurance of getting 
into the Reserves the specialists 
it needs. 

@ Reserve service might become 
so attractive that a lot of Regular 
Army men would quit and join it, 
instead of reenlisting for active 
duty. 

@ If there is no power of com- 
pulsion for men now and in future 
on AD, as asked for in the original 
bill sent to Congress by the White 
House, the plan to build the Re- 
serves into a 2,900,000-man force 
in four years would have to be 
changed. 

In fact, said Defense leaders, 
they would rather have no Reserve 
plan at all, rather than the one 
passed by the House July 1 and 
now threatened in the Senate. 

The House slashed the eight-year 
term of combined active and Re- 
serve duty for enlisted men to six 
years. It also barred entry to the 
volunteer six-month training pro- 
gram to any youth who had not 
finished high school or reached 
the age of 19.

Reserve WO Lineal List 
Will Match Regulars’ 


WASHINGTON .—Reserve war- 
rant officers, both on and off active 
duty, will be redistributed on a 
lineal list comparable in most ways 
with the Regular warrant officer 
lineal list. 

Redistribution date will be Sept. 
1. Service will be computed through 
June 30 for this redistribution. 

Active duty grade will not be 
affected by the redistribution, the 
Army says. For these on active 
duty, their position, based on active 
duty date of rank among other 
officers nara 
will remain the same. 


The redistribution will be based

For each month of enlisted serv- 
ice, one month’s credit. 

For each month of warrant or 
commissioned officer service, one- 
and-one-half month’s credit. 

This program is detailed in DA 
Circular 135-7. Reference is made 
to AR 135-158, which will be the 
promotion regulation for Reserve 
‘and National Guard warrant offi- 
|eers. This reg will give not only 
the promotion procedure but also 
the. elimination procedure to be 
established for warrant officers.

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Dual Pay Bill 
Passes in House 


A BILL permitting any retired 

officer to work for the gov- 
ernment and draw up to $10,000 
of salary and retired pay combined 
has passed the House. 

“It went to the Senate Finance 
Committee, where a committee 
aide said it probably would be 
taken up soon. 

It would amend the famous dua) 
compensation rule, adopted in 
1932, that limits the retired offi- 
cer to $3000 in dual pay. 

Even the $10,000 limit would al- 
low a retired major general draw- 
ing three-fourths pay ($807.30 a 
month) to keep only $312.40 for 
a year’s government work if he 
also kept all his retired pay. He 
could, as he can now, pass up the 
retired pay altogther for as long 
as he worked for the government, 
and draw the full pay on_the job. 


Severance, Home 
Choice Bills Move 


WASHINGTON.—Two important 
pieces of career legislation seemed 
to have a bright Congressional fu- 
ture this week. The House passed 
the “Choice of Home” bill and the 
House Armed Services Committee 
began hearings on the officer read- 
justment pay bill. 

The “Choice of Home” bill gives 
retiring Reserve component per- 
sonnel the same chance to choose 
the home to which they will retire 
and to get full allowances for travel 
and transportation of dependents 
and household goods accorded 
Regulars. The Reservist must have 
been on active duty for eight or 
more consecutive years. 


Still No Room 
For Top Upgrades 


WASHINGTON.—Promotions to 
E-7 (master sergeant or master 
specialist) have been stopped as 
the Army begins its new fiscal 
year after two very light months 
of quotas. 

The Army will be unable to pro- 
mote men to the highest enlisted 
grade under the quota system until 
the total number of E-7’s is below 
the year-end strength of about 
47,000 set by this year’s budget. 
At the moment, the Army is over- 
strength by a thousand or more. 


Some promotions are authorized 
to all other grades, this month’s 
enlisted: promotion quota message 
shows. 

A token number of promotions 
to E-6 (sergeant first class and 
specialist first class) is authorized 
—500—4500 promotions to E-5

WASHINGTON. — Any- 
body getting ready to retire 
for longevity should put it off 
until next year, if the Hardy 


survivor benefits bill passes. 

As now written, the bill would 
give a free social security credit, 
up to five: years, to anyone retir- 
ing after Jan. 1, 1956. Anyone re- 
tiring before then would reap none 
of the social security benefits of 
the plan. 

To every person on active duty 
after the act goes into effect, and 
that includes active duty for train- 
ing, the law makes a gift. of the 
$160-a-month .wage credit for all 
time served since Jan. 1, 1951. 

For any Regular in position to 
retire that means, of course, a five- 
year free credit. 

These years could be “counted

double” — for computing military 
retirement pay and for establishing 
the right to social income after 
age 65. 

In the extreme case, this five- 
year credit could be worth $70.50 


when he reaches 65. At the least, 
it would be worth a measure of 
social security coverage for five 
years after military retirement. 

Generally the worth of the 
credit would depend on what other 
credits were added to it, say by 
work in a covered job after re- 
tirement. For younger retired 
people, the credit would lapse en- 
tirely at the end of five years, 
unless supplemented by other 
credits. 

As the law now stands, a military 
man leaving the service can count 
toward social security any time

The Hardy bill would change the 
law sg that all future social security 
credits acquired in the military— 
with the service man paying the 
pay-roll tax—will be “earned” 
credits that he can take with him 
onto the retired rolls. 

And for a starter, the bill would 
give to all on active service the 
credits since 1951 as though they 
had been “earned.” 

If he stays in the service another 
five years, he will acquire full 
coverage by way of 10 years’ 
credits. 


If his pay is over $160 a month, 
he will be adding to the average 
value of his credits as well as 
working toward full coverage. If 
he earns less than $160, he will 
be diluting the gift credit that he 
starts with under the proposed

FORT LEE, Va.—New all time records for the total ambie’ of graduates and 


the number of courses offered were set at the Quartermaster School=here for fiscal year| 


1955, the 45th anniversary of the founding of the school. 


A record total of 19,971 officers, 
enlisted and civilian students re- 
ceived diplomas during the fiscal 
year just ended to spurt the total 
number of graduates in a single 
year to its highest mark in school 
history. The previous record was 
16,773 set last year. 


Special ceremonies for the last 
graduating class of the year were 
observed last week at the Quarter- 
master School. Principal speaker 
was Brig. Gen. A.’ B. Denniston, 
deputy for operations, office of the 
Quartermaster General, who deliv- 
ered the commencement address to 
the associate Quartermaster com- 
pany officer course 55-3. Attending 
the graduation exercises were Maj. 
Gen. F, C. Holbrook, commanding 
general, Quartermaster Training 
Command, Fort Lee, Va., and Col. 
C. B. Henderson, commandant of 
the Quartermaster School. 

Maj. Edwin L. Young, of Kilgore, 
Tex., became the school’s 19,971st 
graduate and was awarded the last 
diploma of the year by Gen. Hol- 
brook. During his address, Gen. 
Dermiston lauded the many = grad- 
uates of the school, citing them for 
their knowledge of command re- 
sponsibilities and ability to do 
their job.

SCOPE OF THE Quartermaster 
School’s vast training program em- 
ployed during the past fiscal year 
is shown by its comprehensive cur- 
riculum that contains 63 courses of 
instruction. 


During the year over 470 classes 
were conducted in 48 catalogued 
courses. In addition to the cata- 
logued courses, the school grad- 
uated students from a total. of 15 
non-catalogued courses. Among 
these were the Reserve Officer 
Training Corps, Army Réserve, 
noncommissioned. officers com- 
mand course, post training pro- 
grams, and special training for off- 
post units.

‘New Survivor Plan 


F YOU are confused over how the new survivor benefits 
§~ plan will work for your family, you are not alone. To 
answer some of the questions plaguing our readers in this 
regard, Army Times this week—on page 9—lists some typi¢al 
family situations to show just how much a service family 
will receive under the new law, if passed, The House .ex- 
pected to act-on it around the middle of this‘month. It then 
goes to the Senate. If it isn’t passed this session it is con- 
sidered to be a sure bet for passage in January. 

The Pentagon thinks this new package is one of the key 
“career” measures necessary to keep men in service, and it 
seems to be that. Among the advantages of the new plan 
over the old are these: 

@ It’s more equitable and realistic. Income for the sur- 
vivors is directly related to the serviceman’s income. 

@ Widows get more. Payments are more evenly dis- 
tributed, which is better in the long run. 

@ It eliminates excessive benefit payments, and reduces 
benefits to non-dependents and remarried widows. 

@ Equalizes benefits. All components of the armed forces 
get equal treatment. 

@It makes for simpler administration. Widows now 
sometimes wait months for payments to begin. They must 
often deal with four government agencies, struggle with 27 
different forms. 

It is true that, under the new plan, some widows for the 
first 10 years after the serviceman’s death would receive less 
money than under present laws. But as the examples on page 
9 show, they would more than make up for this over the 
full life span. 

The new plan also includes a benefits formula for sur- 
viving parents who were dependent upon their servicemen 
sons. 

At the present time, when a serviceman with dependent 
parents dies they receive $64 a month (in the case of only 
one parent, $60). However, the parents cannot collect if their 
income is over $2100 a year. Under this arrangement, parents 
earning just under this low limit receive full benefits; those 
who barely exceed the limit get nothing. 

The new plan provides for a percentage formula which 
relates the amount of Veterans Administration compensa- 
tion ‘to a graduated scale of income. The object is to provide 
increased benefits for greater needs. 

For example, parents whose income is not more than 
$1000 a year would receive $100 monthly under the new 
survivor plan; those earning $1350-$1700 would receive $60 
monthly as a result of the death of their serviceman son. 
Reduced payments would take effect as the parents’ income 


inereased, but not beyond $2400 a year. A similar scale is 
provided for a single parent. 
Where a serviceman dies and leaves children but no 
. widow, benefits also would increase. For example, two 
orphaned children currently get $72.20 a month; under the 
new bill, $100 would be paid. 


As we said, not the least.ef the improvements : brought 
about by the new plan is the ease with which Survivors may 
apply for arid receive: their benefits, According to Defense 
Department backers of the bill, a widow needs to ledk only 
to two government agencies for the lump sum death gratuity 
and the continuing monthly payments. In the case of the 
death gratuity paid by the military service, no application 
at all is necessary, since this is paid as soon as official notifi- 
cation of death is filed. 

The new®*plan also provides that a single application 
form submitted to the Veterans Administration will be 
enough to authorize payment of both the VA benefits and 
the Social Security benefits. 

All in all, a considerable improvement‘over the welter 
of red tape and the confusing restrictions that currently 
apply to different components of the forces. (For an idea as 
to how it would apply in your case, now turn to page 9).

Shades of 1776! 


FAYETTEVILLE, N. C.: Here 
is a plan to improve the Army. 
Probably won’t help the re-up rate 
any, but should go over big with 
guys like me who would rather be 
a civilian than be a general. 

One must bear in mind that the 
conscript is a civilian at heart 
and therefore the biggest thing he 
doesn’t like about the Army is 
abrogation of a great many of his 
individual -rights and the subjec- 
tion of his will to that of the offi- 
cers by the elective process. When 
men have the power of recall over 
their superiors, there is transmit- 
ted_a feeling of willingness to carry 
out orders, since, if the ordérs are 
oppressive, especially distasteful, 
or serve no particular purpose the 
men can relieve the order-giver of 
command. 

Since an elected officer corps 
would be almost impossible to ob- 
tain on the present military estab- 
lishment, I offer my idea to those 
who are interested. 

Why not divorce the Chaplain 
Corps and the IG corps. from Army 
influence and make the personnel 
in them civilians? In addition, they 
would have the power to carry out 
by direct order any of their sug- 
gestions which are not complied 
with. 

This seems‘to me an easily work- 
able solution to the problem. of 
gaining an ear for the men to pour 
their troubles into and, get some- 
thing done about them. 

At present, an individual soldier 
with a legitimate complaint hesi- 
tates to visit the IG or chaplain, 
since they are officers and repre- 
sent the very conditions which the 
complaint is about. Under a new 
system, many more _ injustices 
would be eliminated, and the Army 
would be a better place.

Bonus Clarified 


FORT HAMILTON, N. Y.: Refer- 
ence is made to the picture of Msgt. 
Norman E. Youngberg and SFC 
George W. Alexander of Camp Han- 
ford, Wash., with the statement 
that they had just collected a $4 
350 reenlistment bonus between 
them. 

I wish you would clarify the 
fact to your readers that the sum 
stated ig not all a reenlistment 


|bonus, and includes such addi- 
tional items as lump sum payment 
of accrued leave, travel pay, pos- 
sible mustering out payment, and 
such other incidentals. 

I am currently a recruiting ser- 
geant and in the process of reenlist- 
ing personnel I have been thrown 
the same question so many times: 
“How come these other guys get 
so much money, and I don’t get 
the same? I read in Army Times 
where Joe Dokes Collected $2,000 
reenlistment bonus.” 

The way I figure it, the most-a 
Msgt and SFC can draw in reen- 
listment bonus alone is $3,744 to 
the penny. They could draw that 
in the following manner; A first 
reenlistment for both EM, both 
have exactly 14 years active serv- 
ice, and the Msgt having over 26 
years service for pay purposes, and 
the SFC having over 22 years serv- 
ice for pay purposes, and both EM 
reenlisting for six years or an 
unspecified time. In that way the 
Msgt would get base pay of $335.40 
x6, which would amount to $2,012.- 
40, and the SFC would get base 
pay of $288.60x6 amounting to 
$1,731.60, totaling $3,744. 

Please don’t disillusion these 
possible reenlistees. I have men 
reenlist that have drawn as little 
as $421.20 (that’s a cpl with over 
two years service reenlistment for 
three years. Please give the men 
the facts, tell them about the 
other incidentals that are included 
in that final tally, making mine 
and other recruiting sergeants’ 
jobs a little easier.

Short-term Shavetails 


FORT LEE, Va.: It has often 
been wondered how the Army can 
make money on the second lieu- 
tenants that are called to active 
duty for a period of two years.

Couldn’t there be some way to 
keep an officer on active duty for 
a period of four to six years, with 
the option of turning RA or getting 
out at the end of the period? In 
this way the Army wouldn’t lose 
so much money on second lieu- 
tenant’s that are called to AD for 
two years.

Troops Learn 


At NCO Leadership Course 


CAMP GORDON, Ga. — Muddy 
‘water flooded his boots and 
climbed up to his waist. A log 
bounced off his shoulder and he 
learned a little more about leader- 
ship. : 

SFC Theodore W. Gill, who sol- 
diered for 21 months in Korea, 
was building a bridge, with five 
other NCO students of the South- 
eastern Signal School’s Advanced 
Training Course. 

While Gill and _ his fellows 
struggled with the logs and rope, 
Lt. L. H. Carmen, the school’s 
officer-in-charge, stood on the bank 
and watched. 

Lt. Carmen, was not particular- 
ly concerned about the bridge. His 
interested centered on the student- 
leader. How he led the men. How 
the men followed his instructions. 
How they got the job done. 

Leadership, its organization and 
functioning, is the key to the 
bridge building and to the course.

SFC GILL FINISHED the bridge 
in a few minutes. He and the 
other sergeants then rolled a 300- 
pound barrel back and forth to test 
the structure. The bridge held. 

After tearing down the bridge, 
the student sergeants hurried on 
to their next problem. Their whole 
day was devoted to a series of field 
feats designed.to test their leader- 
ship abilities. 

Lifting a man on a stretcher up 
and over a 15-foot wall is one prob- 
lem. Removing a 300-pound can 
of “fuel” from a nine-foot ditch 
in a short time is another task. 

These are the problems. Leader- 
ship is the solution. 

However, the field day is only 
one day in the two week course. 
Other hours are devoted to such 
basic military fundamentals as dis- 
mounted drill, weapons training 
and military courtesy.

BUT THE BULK of the instruc- 
tion drives -toward teaching the 
students how .to conduct them- 
selvee as Army leaders. “Without 
skilled leaders,” Lt. Carmen said, 
“the Army would just be a uni- 
formed mob.” 

Students. come to the school 
from The Southeastern Signal 
School and the Unit Training 
Group, both components of the 
Signal Corps Training Center here. 
Most are sergeants and corporals. 
All of them are promising leaders. 

SFC Paul J. Callaghan, chief in- 
structor of the school, admits most 
ef the students enter the school 





with misgivings. They feel they’re 
being subjected to another basic 
training period. 


GILL THOUGHT. SO, but he 
quickly changed his mind. “We 
have a lot of experience in my 
class,” he said. “The fellows in 
my group have a total of 207 years 
in the Army. But we really found 
we learned a lot here.” 

Rapidly, the students noticed 
the course’s value. Gill remarked 
that all the veteran soldiers were 
amazed at the changes in Army 
drill procedure the school showed 
them. . 

But the chief value the ser- 
geants grasped was the advice on 
the handling of men. They real- 
ized more than ever the heavy 
responsibility of their rank. 

When, they leave the school, the 
student-NCO’s imagine their chev- 
rons weigh a little more on their 
sleeves. 


Army within 90 days, will the VA 
permit me to complete my school- 
ing after discharge, provided my 
training is completed before the 
Jan. 31, 1963 deadline?

Q. I have been a member of 








the ROTC at college since 1951. 
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Have been .commissioned as a 2d 
lieutenant in the U. S. Army and 
reported for active duty July 2, 
1955. Upon completion of my 
service, am I entitled to educa- 
tional. benefits under the GI Bill? 


A. No. You must have entered 
active service before Feb. 1, 1955 
in order to qualify for Korea GI 
Bill benefits. ROTC service is not. 
active service within the meaning 
of the GI Bill.

Q. Ifa soldier were to give you 
a full description of a chronic dis- 
ease for which he has. been hos- 
pitalized several times, and on ac-

A. No, that would be impossi- 
ble even to approximate. Only 
the medical boards and physical 
evaluation’ boards can render such 
a decision, and their percentage 
disability rating is ~ subject to 
change over a period of five years, 
age of disability he will be 
granted?

Q. Is a sergeant first class eli- 
gible for an appointment as WO in 
the field of criminal investigation 
(MOS 9322)?

Refund Due 
On Portions 











Of NSLI 


WASHINGTON.—Soldiers who 
waived the pure insurance risk 
portion of their permanent NSLI 
policies, yet continue to pay the 
full premium, will get a refund of 
the waived portion, according to 
Army Times’ research department. 
Actually, they have a choice as 
to how it may be handled. The 
VA will refund with interest the 
waived portion in cash upon ap- 
plication by the insured. However, 
the application should not be made 
more often than once a year. 
Where the refund is not applied 
for the serviceman may request 
that it be “held in trust” by VA. 
This draws interest, compounded 
annually, and is payable upon de- 
mand by the insured. 

The insured can use the refund 
to pay premiums in advance, at 
a savings over monthly payments. 
Or the VA may use the “held in 
trust” refund to prevent lapse of 
the policy if the insured does not 
make timely premium payments 
and has left no: instructions for 
applying the refund. 

A word of caution—there is a 
distinction between “held in 
trust” and “deposited” insofar 
as permanent NSLI policies are 
concerned. 

Only regular annual dividends 
may be placed “on deposit.” The 
premium refund cannot. 

Where dividends are placed on 
deposit, they can then be con- 
sidered with the policy’s face value 
for purposes of extended insurance 
or they can be paid to the bene- 
ficiary as part of the total pro- 
ceeds. ° 

Unlike the refund which can be 
applied to premiums to prevent 
lapse, the VA cannot use deposit 
money to pay premiums without 
the insured’s express permission.

Decide Type 


You Want 


Before Entering the Store 


EFORE you ever walk into a camera store to get that new 
camera you should have made up your mind as to what 


_ type you want. 
Of course, the price will 


pretty well determine what 


camera you can buy, but within all price ranges there are 





several types of cameras. 

There are six general classes of | 
cameras, with only one, the box 
camera, falling into a special class. 

There are several variations of 
the box camera. However, gen- 
erally if you have 20 dollars or 
less to spend, you will have to be 
content with a box camera. They 
are fine for beginners because they 
are sturdy and simple to operate. 
They will get a picture most of | 
the time if used within their limi- 
tations. 

Action is out because of the slow 
fixed shutter speed, usually around 
1/50 sec. Pictures under poor light 
conditions without flash can’t be 
made because the apertures are 
around f 13. You can’t get flash 
attachments for boxes. 

However if you wish to use flash, | 
it would be better to move into | 
a higher class camera. 

* - a 

FIRST of the regular types of 
cameras that come in all price 
ranges are the 35mm miniatures. 
They are cheap to operate because 
their lenses are usually designed 
for color. The higher-priced cam- 
eras in this class are excellent 
all-around cameras since they 
have the interchangeable lens fea- | 
ture. They are easy to carry be- | 
cause of their size and weight. If | 
you intend to shoot much color, | 
then a 35mm is by far the best | 
camera for you. 

The next class, the single lens 
reflex, takes in practically all film 
sizes and is becoming increasingly 
popular. They can’t be beat for 
closeups because you see exactly 
what you are going to get and with 
the parallax problem eliminated. 

If you have never used a single 
lens reflex, it might be a good 
idea to try one out with’ a few 
rolls of film before actually buy- 
ing. It is a good type of camera 
but a little strange to the feel at 
first. , 











THE TWIN LENS reflex comes 
mostly in the 120 size and is an 
excellent type of camera, but with 
a few limitations. Generally you 
can not interchange lenses on this 
type of camera, so that wide angle 
and telephoto shots are just not 
possible. If you‘use color, it’s a 





bit more expensive because of the 
larger film size. 

On the asset side is its ease of 
operation and excellent focusing 
and composing arrangement. You 
can compose pictures far -better 
with a twin lens reflex than any 
other type camera, with the pos- 
sible exception of the biggest pro- 
fessional view cameras.

THE ROLL FILM non-reflex 

cameras generally come in 120 and 


| 620 sizes. There are a few larger 


sizes, but they are for specialized 
use. Most of these cameras have 
a collapsible bellows which means 
they fold up into a small size 
when not in use. These cameras 
can have all the refinements 
found in other cameras, such as 
coupled rangefinders, interchange- 
able lenses, fast shutter. Its a 
very popular type of camera and 
one well worth examining. 





Sergeant Keeps 
Battie Records 
Of Civil War 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—Six hun- 
dred index cards and two huge 
maps of Gettysburg, which tell the 
military history of the Civil War, 
are among the most treasured pos- 


sessions of Sgt. Thomas Lamb, in- 


telligence sergeant of the 3d Inf. 
Div.’s Gih Bn. 

Although his studies of tactics 
include the strategy of armies in 
all periods of history, he is 
especially interested in the Civil 
War. Each of his 600 index cards 
contains the official name of a regi- 
ment, its nickname, battles- in 
which it participated and _ its 
strength and casualties for each 
conflict. He painstakingly charted 
each movement of action during 
the great battles of the war on two 
huge maps. 

In a notebook, the sergeant 
keeps hundreds of items dealing 
with every phase of the war. These 
items include statistics on weap- 
ons, insignia of officers and enlist- 
ed men and other notes. 

As if this were not enough, 
Lamb has begun work on-another 
tactical history, the Crimean War.

Defense's Equal Retirement 
Bill Has Hard Row to Hoe 


WASHINGTON.— Inside information is that the Defense Department's bill to equalize 


By STEVE TILLMAN 


retirement benefits for the various service components is in for tough sledding. 


The bill, S-2134, is not to be con- 
fused with the Sparkman-Huddle- 
ston equalization of retirement 
benefits proposal. 

Congressional sources say there 
is general agreement that the re- 
tirement date of Jan. 1, 1957, as 
contained in PL-810, must be elim- 
inated from the law in justice to 
the many active duty officers now 
serving in ‘higher temporary 
grades. The Defense-sponsored 
measure would make the change. 

However,. there also is a feeling 
that S-2134 as now drawn is too 
liberal — that it would shoot the 
retirement budget sky high. 

For example, there is much con- 
cern over eliminating the retire- 
ment date of June 30, 1946, from 
the law for temporary officers 
with short service. It would be 
expensiwe. 

Some of the best service friends 
on Capitol Hill believe that S-2134 
would create a strong demand to 
abolish the present service retire 
ment system in favor of putting 
the armed forces under Social Se- 
curity.

ELIMINATION of the June 30, 
1946 date from PL-810 would mean 
these things, it is reported: 

1. Officers with less than 10 
years of active duty in commis- 
sioned status would have to serve 
20 years’ active duty — a com- 
bination of officer-enlisted time — 
and then serve an additional 10 
years on the retired list, for a 
total of 30 years. They then would 
advance on the retired list to the 
highest commissioned grade served 
on active duty for at least six 
months before June 30, 1946. 

Thus a major or lieutenant 
colonel of short active duty even- 
tually could be retired as a cap- 
tain. The new. Defense. measure 
would retire him in the highest 
grade in which he ever served on 
active duty. And some say it could 
be retroactive. 

2. As a matter of fact, the of- 
ficer would not have to serve as 
long as six months if the higher 
grade was a permanent Reserve 
grade. 

3. It would open the gates to 
an unestimated number of Re- 
serve Officers with short ‘periods 
of active duty since June 30, 1946. 
These officers are new serving in 
an enlisted status in order to com- 
plete 20 years’ active duty, or have 








been retired and are waiting to 
complete the 30-year total.

Revisions Likely 


BECAUSE of the mounting cost 
of the Armed Forces retirement 
budget there is a possibility that 
the next session of the Congress 
May revise certain provisions of 
Title II of PL-810. 

One said to be probable per- 
tains to the Reserve officer retir- 
ing after 20 years’ active duty, 10 
of which has been active duty as 
a commissioned officer. 

Such an officer has two “bonuses” 
not enjoyed by everyone. 

Because of long serice on a non- 
active duty basis in the Reserve, 
his retirement is computed not on 
the number of years of active duty 
but on the number credited for 
pay purposes. 

Since most of the older Reserve 
officers have 30 years for pay pur- 
poses, this gives them 75 percent 
retirement pay for 20 years’ active 
duty — rather than 50 percent. 
Reserve officers who integrated in- 
to the Regular services, of course, 
have the same benefit. 

Then, if the Reserve officer is 
on active duty — say, as a lieu- 
tenant colonel — but has a Reserve 
grade of colonel, his retirement 
is 75 percent of the pay of a colo- 
nel — not of a lieutenant colonel. 

He is not required to serve one 
day on active duty as colonel to 
get this bonus.

No Korea Cost 


THERE HAVE BEEN phony 
statements that the Korea hostili- 
ties increased the cost of Reserve 
retirement under Title III of 
PL-810. 

Not one officer has been added 
to this part of the budget because 
of the Korea action. The increase 
has been in the budget covering 
Title [I of the law. That is what 
is giving budget-minded members 
of Céngress concern. 

What might happen is changes 
(1) requiring all to serve 30 years 
on active duty, rather than 20, for 
retirement under Title II; (2) re- 
quiring retirement in the grade in 
which served on active duty, rath- 
er than in a higher Reserve grade; 
(3) computing retired pay solely 
on the number of years served. on 
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active duty; or (4) abolishing the 
present system in favor of putting 
retirees under Social Security. 

Much of the above problem, say 
informed Capitol . Hill sources, 
would be met by not changing the 
retirement date of June 30, 1946, 
and by adopting (2) and (3) above 
as amendments to Title II of 
PL-810.

AG Rulings to End? 


BEFORE an officer on active 
duty can get disability retirement 
he must go before a medical board, 
then the Physical Evaluation 
Board and finally the Army Sur- 
geon General, who frequently dis- 
approves actions taken by the lo®- 
er boards. 

It has been proposed that the 
adjudication review made by the 
Surgeon General be discontinued, 
and that the decision of the lower 
boards be the one approved. 

It is said that Reserve officers 
have a pretty tough time getting 
disability retirement. 

Some 86 percent of disallowed 
action appeals were approved, in 
line with decision of the lower 
boards. 

In an appeai from the disallowed 
appeal on the other 14 percent, 
seven percent ewere allowed. 

Thus only seven percent of the 
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cases: in which the Surgeon Gen- 
eral disagreed with the field were 
sustained. 

I am told that the Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s review group, consisting of 
three officers, must consider ap- 
proximately 1000 cases a month, 
or 50 each work day. 

If the Army accepts the pro- 
posal it will simplify the procedure 
and save money. At the same 
time, the officers concerned will 
get their retirement without ex- 
pensive and long-drawn-out ap-

2 Former PWs Meet Again, . 
This Time as ROTC Cadre 


FORT LEONARD WOOD, Mo.— 
Among the 115 ROTC summer 
camp cadre who reported here are 
two sergeants who last met two 
years ago and a half a world away 
—in a prisoner-of-war camp north 
of the 38th parallel. 

MSgt. William E. Froehlich and 
SFC Harry E. Brunelle, who spent 
almost 28 months existing side by 
side in a mud hut and hauling 
logs for their Red captors, are 
once more sharing quarters. This 
time it’s a room in the ROTC 
cadre NCO quarters. 

Tall, quiet Sgt. Froehlich was 
first to arrive and, spotting the 
name_of the rugged ex-miner on 
the cadre roster, he saved Sgt. 
Brunelle the other cot in the room 
he took. 

The last-time Froehlich and 
Brunelle were together was in 
September. of 1953, the day .they 
were released from captivity in 
“Operation Big Switch.” Froehlich 
was sent to a hospital in Japan; 
Brunelle went home via Inchon, 
Korea. 

Froehlich and Brunelle are both 
presently °on high school Junior 
ROTC duty. Sgt. Froehlich’s as- 
signment places him at Byrd High 
School in Shreveport, La. Sgt. 
Brunelle, who fought with the 5th 
RCT, is from the detachment at 
Luther L. Wright High School, 
Ironwood, Mich. 

Both men, fighting with their 
units north of the 38th parallel, 
were cut off and captured in the 
spring of 1951. Sgt. Froehlich, 
with the 2d Inf. Div., made three 
escape attempts during the first 
days of a 400-mile march to the 
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Yalu River, remaining free at one 
time for eight hours. 5 

The two men met in Camp 1 
at Chang-song and were sent with- 
in a year to Camp 4 in Wiwan. 
The first camp was one of mud 
and straw shacks, the second an 
improvement to a wooden school 
house. 

When they weren’t dragging 
logs by hand across five miles of 
Korean countryside, they were 
forced to listen to endless hours 
of “indoctrination.” The more the 
two sergeants saw and heard, the 
more they determined that such a 
regime “would never get to this 
country”—if they can help it. 

Both men hold the Combat In- 
fantryman’s Badge and the Purple 
Heart. Brunelle was awarded the 
Bronze Star and Froehlich has 
been named for the Silver Star, 
for action prior to his capture. 

With the ROTC this summer, 
Froehlich is on a training commit- 
tee teaching tools and rigging and 
rifle marksmanship. Sgt. Brunelle 
is a platoon sergeant with Co. A. 
Both worked with the ROTC last 
summer, Froehlich at Fort Eustis, 
Va., and Brunelle at Fort Meade, 
Md.

As 
originally designed, these ships 
had adequate room for officers 
and men, but as the technology 
of warfare added new space-con- 
suming equipment, more men 
were required to operate and 
maintain them, In 1950, the Navy 
began an intensive program to 
correct the resultant crowding on 
shipboard.

“ONE of the first steps, after 
studying a survey made by the 
Operational Development Force, 
was to send two members of our 
staff on a voyage on one of the 
“tin cans.” Their time and mo- 
tion studies were discouraging. 

“We discovered that an aver- 
age of only 31 of the 88 seats in 
the mess hall were in use at one 
time. This was owing partly to 
the inaccessibility of some seats, 
partly to the fact that some men 
managed to gobble their meals in 
two minutes, partly to the dis- 
comfort, heat, and noise in the 
room, often to the food served. 
Besides, time was wasted in the 
mess line because food had to be 
carried in large traylike recep- 
tacles from one deck to another, 
down a ladder — a difficult feat 
in a rough sea.

GTEVE ALLEN has proven himself to be a good MC and a very 

talented wag, but he will have to go some to make up for his 
part in that horrible “Steve Allen in Hollywood” NBC-TV hour-and- 
a-half trailer on Saturday, July 2. 


My gripe is not centered on the fact that the show was lousy 
or that it was little more than one long commercial for Universal 
pictures. It goes further than that, as a formerly famous senator 
used to say. 

Specifically, what Allen did to Goodman and a group of ex- 
cellent jazz musicians Benny had gathered for the occasion 
shouldn’t happen to a Blue Barron band, even. 

The program was loosely based on Allen’s arrival in Holly- 
wood to play Goodman in the movies and it got off to a fine start 
with the old Goodman Trio—Benny, Teddy Wilson and Gene Krupa 
—wrapping up China Boy with customary gusto. 

Goodman did not appear again until the hour and a half show 
had only about two minutes to go. Since the show. had billed a 
Goodman Sextet, I suppose other viewers were baffled, too. 

Film clips from half a dozen new Universal movies, an inane 
script about Allen being completely unknown in Hollywood (very un- 
funny), and assorted acts featuring such talent at Tony Curtis and 
Piper Laurie took up all the time until about seven. minutes to go when 
a silent film showing Allen walking around a street on a Hollywood 
studio lot came on. 

This particular film bit was the most pointless thing I have 
ever seen on television and J have seen What’s My Line. 

Sitice the show was obviously running late, you would think 

some gear would have thought to give it the ax. But no. 

Well, anyway, when this curious scene was finally over, anyone 
watching who had not turned the dial to another station saw Good- 
man hurry on to play a tune. Although none of the musicians were 
introduced, in the FEW seconds when the camera was not on Steve 
Allen, I am quite certain I saw Stan Getz playing tenor sax and Buck 
Clayton playing trumpet. (In the event you know little about jazz, 
Getz and Clayton are two of the world’s greatest jazz musicians. ) 

Teddy Wilson, with Goodman for the trio number earlier, 
did not play piano, however. Steve Allen played piano. Wilson 
watched. 

The’ unannounced tune was Rachel’s Dream, the up-tempo 
thing Benny wrote based on Exactly Like You (if memory serves) 
and let it be known that Allen really mangled it. What he was building 
is something no one will ever know. 

Like Johnny out-of-step, either Allen was wrong (and loud, 
too) or everyone.else in the band was wrong because Steve had one 
beat and the band had another. 

The tune only lasted a few choruses (with the camera glued 
on Allen trying to play piano while Goodman, Getz and Clayton 
were taking solos). It was cut short so Allen could demonstrate how 
he could play a few notes of Moonglow on the clarinet. Big deal. 

Steven Allen is known 4s a pretty hip gay because he is said 
to like jazz and*because he has frequently presented jazz musicians 
on his “Tonight” TY program, but he did not look very hip try- 
ing to play piano in a Goodman group while Teddy Wilson was 
forced to look on. 

Next time in such circumstances let's hope that Allen lets Teddy 
Wilson play the piano.

BARBARA CARROLL, one of the few women who ever sat 
down at a piano to play jazz who actually could play jazz, has a fine 
new 45 out that should please just: about anyone who knows the 
difference between music and Meyer Davis. 

The EP (RCA-Victor 604) finds the vivacious Barbara playing 
Just Plain Blue (an original), Blue and Sentimental (the tune 
written by former Count Basie tenor man Herschel Evans who 
passed away, lo, these many years ago), Am I Blue, and Blue Room. 

Barbara gets good backing from Joe Shulman on bass and 
Ralph Pollock on drums.

JAZZ WEST COAST (12-inch Pacific Jazz LP JWC-500) features 
leading modern jazz musicians who have recorded extensively on 
the West Coast during the past few years. As the liner notes read, 
this is “calmer, gentler” jazz. 

Musicians include Gerry Mulligan, Bud Shank, Chet Baker, 
Jimmy Guiffre, Bob Gordon, Jack Montrose, Bob Brookmeyer, Clif- 
ford Brown, Zoot Sims and Laurindo Almeida. Some of the recordings 
are “alternate masters.” 

One of the best of the 14 selections is a swinging, up-tempo 
version of “I'll Remember April” featuring the excellent and not 
overly calm tenor sax of Zoot Sims. It’s a gas. This has never been 
released before,..original master or otherwise. 

Another good one has former Stan Kenton guitarist Almeida 
teaming up with talented alto man Shank on Speak Low. The ori- 
ginal master waS Teleased on a 10-inch LP under Almeida’s name 
and recommended in this space previously. Almeida plays good un- 
amplified, concert guitar. 

Brown swings nicely on “Tiny Capers” and Baker plays typical 
Baker horn on @ half dozen tunes. (Typical is the word.) 

“Soft Shoe” by the Mulligan Quartet illustrates why this kind 
of music has been called “pipe and slipper jazz” by some. 

Although the tempo-wavers on several of the selections and in- 
dividual performances range from excellent to so-so, the album should 
please anyone who digs modern jazz. 

One could argué, however, with the liner notes, as in “Chet 
Baker is a laureate whose poetic phrases and» pastoral tone have 
worked rich mosaics of recorded music,” but no matter. Suffice 
to say that Bakerites will find typical Baker trumpet playing 
throughout, particularly on Mulligan’s “Darn That Dream.”

Scherchen’s tempi are a bit 
faster than is customary, but his 
own vigor and high regard for 
the human values that underlie 
the music seems to come through. 
The melodies flow warmly, and 
the conductor’s touch is light.

INVESTMENT EXPERTS feel 
that the growing pains of the 
uranium -financing industry is 
ending. There is more trading 
in stocks selling for dollars 
rather than for pennies. 

The reason is that the higher- 
priced issues are often the result 
of mergers. In that way the 
money. is. obtained to pay for ex- 
pensive drilling, mining, and mill- 
ing operations.

_ It was reliably reported in Wash- 
ington .that President Eisenhower 
soon would ‘issue a new directive 
completely divorcing Civil Service 
jobs from any political clearance 
whatsoever. 

This would have the effect of 
nullifying the earlier “Willis” 
order, which required agency heads 
to clear all appointments for jobs 
of GS-14 and above with the Re- 
publican National Committee. 

Charles Willis, the White House 
aide who wrote the controversial 
order, has since resigned. But even 
though the directive has been soft- 
pedalled for some months now, 
employee leaders have been un- 
easy because it is still on the books. 

For its part, the Civil Service 
Commission has issued a new order 
completely removng all maxi 
age limits for all positions in 
competitive Civil Service. 

Annouacement of the new order 
was made simultaneously by the 
Civil Service Commission in Wash- 
ington and by the several Civil 
Servce Regional Offices.

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CAMP CHAFF EF, Ark.— 
Some four to five hundred 
families express their appre- 
ciation by letter each month 
for news. of “their soldier” 
from Camp Chaffee. 

These letters are in answer to 
a personal letter sent to the family 
of every Chaffee soldier soon after 
his arrival here. The personal let- 
ter is'sent out over the signature 
of Maj. Gen, W. L. Mitchell, 5th 
Armd. Div. commander. 

It tells the family what “their 
soldier” can expect in the way of 
military training, medical cafe, 
recreational facilities and educa- 
tional benefits during his stay at 
this post. It also describes other 
post facilities for both the service- 
man and his guests or visitors from 
home, and gives advice as to what 
to do in cases of emergency when 
the soldier is needed at home. 

The letters of reply illustrate 
graphically the interest of both 
families and friends in knowing 
something about the Army, par- 
ticularly Camp Chaffee, and the in- 


dividual soldier’s moral and phys-; 


ical training and equipment and 
facilities. 


THE REPLIES come from every 
walk of life and from both the 
United States and foreign lands. 
A typical batch of miail brings 
notes of appreciation from farm- 
ers, doctors, housewives, ministers, 
executives and many others. 


Each of the replies is read per- 
sonally by Gen. Mitchell. Some of 
them contain requests. For ex- 
ample, one mother wrote the gen- 
eral that her son, currently in basic 
training, was to celebrate a birth- 
day. Her best wishes and those of 
the general were conveyed to the 
young soldier in a note from him 
as a result of the letter. 

Most of the replies, however, are 
only “thank-yous” or expressions 
of gratitude. A minister wrote 
that the general’s letter “repre- 
sents to its recipient an assurance 
of a basically personal concern for 
every young man in the service 
which is a source of real satisfac- 
tion to parents.”

Absolute Capability 
Is Gobbledegook 


By GEORGE FIELDING ELIOT 


S neat a little item of nuclear-age gobbledegook as this 
reporter has yet seen, turned up in a recent Washington 


néws column. 


We are gravely informed that there is now a thing 


called “absolute capability.” 

“Absolute capability,” is posses- 
sed by Nation A as regards Nation 
B, means that Nation A can destroy 
Nation B no mat- 
ter what Nation: 
B may do to de- =~ 
fend itself. 

It is further 
suggested that 
beth the 
United States 
and the Soviet 
Union are now 
appreach- 
ing “absolute 
capability” with 
respect to each 
other. 

A fermula better adapted for 
generating despair followed by 
complete apathy in human minds 
and hearts would be difficult to 
devise. 

The idea of “absolute capability” 
by Power A to “destroy” Power B 
regardless of Power B’s defensive 
measures begins with the fallacy 
that Power A will do the attacking 
and Power B the defending. Thus 
Power A will send so-and-so many 
aircraft or guided missiles armed 
with so-and-so many megatons of 
hydrogen war-heads. These mis- 
siles will do such-and-such an 
amount of damage—on the basis 
of a calculated percentage of ar- 
rivals-on-target, allowing maximum 
capability of interception te the 
defense. This is war by mathe- 
matical calculation. 

a * * 

MATHEMATICAL calcula- 
tion has its place in war plans, but 
it is not and never has been the 
determining factor. War is first 
of all_a contest between human 
beings. Foch called it a tragic and 
passionate drama—which is not a 
mathematical expression. 

If Nation A contemplates an 
attack on Nation B—which is 
equally capable of attacking Na- 
tion A—then the planners of 

Nation A must start out by try- 
ing to gain surprise. This means 
outwitting the planners of Na- 
tion B. 

Otherwise the “absolute capa- 
bility” of Nation A may be serious- 
ly impaired by being hit first. Thus 
the first step in reasoning. But 
this reasoning must—if it is to be 
foolproof—take into account all 
kinds of human emotions and 
weaknesses. Somebody on Nation 
A’s high staff may be afraid of the 
consequences, or treacherous, or 
over-confident. On Nation B’s side, 
somebody may be unduly incredu- 
lous, or hesitant, or perhaps over- 
anxious to get a blow in first.

NUCLEAR. weapons have made 


warfare. They have not changed 
human nature. Nor have they re- 


element of uncertainty, the need 
for being prepared always to meet 
the unexpected. 

No contest with an unpredictable 
enemy, whether on the football 
field or on the battlefield, can be 
laid out in advance and planned 
on any basis of absolute capability. 
The other fellow may do something 
not included in the plans. 

Certainly no one but a fool 

would assert that nuclear 
weapons have not added greatly 
to the destructive potential of 
future wars. Certainly it is quite 
conceivable that a war between 
the USA and the USSR might 
end in such ghastly destruction - 
on both sides as to render it 
unlikely that either nation 
would recover from iis wounds 
inside a century. 

To say this is very dicerent from 
asserting that either could ever 
possess the “absolute capability” 
of destroying the other regardless 
of what the othér might do to 
protect itself. For one thing either 
would do if attacked is to hit back: 
and either, hitting back, will to 
some extent reduce the-ability of 
the other to go on hitting at all. 
You may ‘perhaps .eonceive of a 
dreadful sort of stalemate, but it 
is far more likely that one or the 
other, by reason of the ever-variant 
factors of chance, skill, weather,

“AT THE moment, such factors 
as can be calculated—including 
geography and the characteristics 
of known weapons systems—indi- 
cate t'st the victorious power in 
such a contest would be the United 
States.

This does not mean that we 
possess any “absolute capability.” 
It merely means that we would 
come out in better shape than the 
USSR, and that at some point in 
the contest they would have to 
holler uncle. 

But that is a very long way in- 
deed from the theory of absolute

Given New Reprieve 


WASHINGTON.—The President | 
has again suspended the “force- 
out” provisions of the Officer Per- 
sonnel Act as they apply to per- | 
manent colonels with 30 years | 
sérvice, if they are now serving | 
ina higher temporary grade. 

Army sources indicate that some 
17 officers are affected. 

These sate sources also said 
that those who wete retained be- 
yond 30 years by presidential or- 
der in 1952, 1953 and 1954, now 
numbering another 17, would prob- 
ably be retired by Dec. 31, 1955, 
unless they are selected for pro- 
motion to permanent brigadier 
general before that date. 

A board probably will convene 
by this fall to consider permanent 
colonels for promotion to brigadier 
general. Some of the 34 officers 
retainéd beyond the time provided 
for by law might then be selected. 

Retention of permanent colonels 
with 30 years’ service or five years 
in grade, whichever gives them the 
longer service time, is discretion- 
ary with the of the Army, 








according to the presidential order. 


IN 1952, the first year that the 
elimination action of the OPA went 
into effect, 60 percent of the “over-7 
age” colonels were selected to re* 
main on active duty, including both 
| those who were to retire on July 
| 31, 1952, and those who were to 
| retire on July 31, 1953. 

In 1954, this order was modified 
te retain only those serving in 
higher temporary grade. Of those 
so retained, whether due to retire 
in 1952, 1953 or 1954, several have 
been selected for permanent pro- 
motion. The balance, now 17, will 
probably get one more considera- 
tion before being retired on Dec. 
31 this year.

ALL OFFICERS affected have 
been informed by personal letter. 
The new order provides for the 
retention of the 16 or 17 temporary 
generals who are overage as per- 
manent colonels until June 30, 
1956. They too will get at least 
one more consideration for perma- 
nent promotion ‘to brigadier gen- 
eral. 








| |Male Nurse Commissions 
d Win House Group's: Okay 


WASHINGTON.—A House Armed Services subcommit- 
tee has approved a measure to allow the military services 
to give Reserve commissions to male nurses and medical 


specialists. 

The bill has been urged for Sev- 
eral years by Rep. Frances P. Bol- 
ton (R., Ohio). 

For the first time, the Defense 
Department this year supported 
the bill (HR 2559) and the subcom- 
mittee headed by Rep. Paul Kil- 
day (D., Tex.) gave it a hearing 
and reported it to the full com- 
mittee. 

That is a big step on the long 
road toward final Congressional ap- 
proval. 

Mrs. Bolton told the subcommit- 








tee that male nurses would be 
suited to psychiatric ward work 
and could work in combat. She 
also stressed, as did the services, 
the shortage of nurses. 

Mrs. Bolton said she was “trying 
to get for men the same recogni- 
tion as women” in this field. 

The specialists involved would 
be dieticians and physical and oc- 
cupational therapists. The legisla- 
tion would be permissive only, 
allowing the services to give Re- 


serve commissiéns to such persons 
but not directing them to do so.

‘Option’ Law 
Benefits for 
Retired Only 


WASHINGTON. — Persons who 
quit the service, or get taken 
permanently off of the service re- 
tired rolls, are no longer eligible 
for contingency options. 

The Secretary of Defense asked 
the Comptroller General whether 
such a person, if he had made a 
valid election, could pay into the 
Treasury the amount by which his 
retired pay would have been di- 
minished. 

The Comptroller said he could 
not, that the contingency option 
system was for, “retired members.” 
Those who have permanently lost 
the right to retired pay are out 
of it. 

Where the loss of retired pay is 
temporary—say, by recall to ac- 
tive duty or by civilian govern- 
ment employment—the retired 
serviceman can keep up his con- 
tingency annuity contract by pay- 
ing what would have been taken 
from his retired pay. But in this 
case, the Comptroller pointed out, 
the man is still a “retired member 
of military” within the meaning of 
the option law. 





‘Lucky,’ Korean 
Junior Veteran, 


Finds Parents 


WITH 24TH DIV. IN KOREA.— 
“Lucky” Chun, a 19-year old Ko- 
Trean mess-helper attached to Hq. 
Btry., 13th FA Bn., was recently 
reunited with his parents, lost 
since 1950. 

Nicknamed “Lucky” because of 
several near-miraculous escapes 
while fighting with the 13th during 
the war, the young Korean found 
his aging parents again in Seoul 
after placing an article in a Seoul 
newspaper. A refugee from Seoul, 
he had lost them somewhere near 
Taejon in the fall of 1950 after the 
city was overrun by North Korean 
soldiers. 

After starving for several days 
in the bombed-out streets of Tae- 
jon, “Lucky,” whose full name is 
Um Ik Chum, was picked up after 
a battle by an unidentified master 
sergeant of the 13th FA. He fol- 
lowed the unit north as far as 
Pyongyang through some of the 
most savage fighting of the war, 
acting as ammo carrier and chore- 
boy. He has been with the 13th 
ever since. 

When the 24th Division moved 
to Japan, Lucky worked for Eighth 
Army, but was “waiting on the 
doorstep” when the 13th returned 
to Korea. He now works as an NCO 
— and is supporting his par- 
ents.

He said the greatest concentra- 
tion of rentals, exclusive of Louis- 
ville, has been the Elizabethtown, 
Brandenburg and Irvington areas. 
He praised the communities for 
their cooperation in aiding the lo- 
cation of these Knox families. 

The most available unit, a sur- 
vey showed, has been the two- 
bedroom, five-room apartment, 
renting from $70-$125 depending 
upon furnishings. Maj _ .Clark 
said the greatest need is for 
housing for families with chil- 
dren and for colored families. 

Local realtors have estimated 
that more than four million dollars 
will be spent by Knox families for 
housing by the summer of 1956, 
the time allotted for the build-up 
of the gyroscoping 3d Amrd. Div. 

Capt. Nemish reported a sub- 
stantial increase in rents during 
the past two months. He attrib- 
uted it to the increased demands 
for the housing units.

In Infantry Dog Training 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—Kindness 
is the key word in training 26 Ger- 
man shepherds of the 44th Inf. 
Scout Dog Platoon here. 

Trainers say dogs react to spite, 
kindness and rough treatment as 
a baby would. They believe that 
dogs-and babies can be forced to 
do things, but almost without ex- 
ception they obey quicker and bet- 
ter through kindness: 

The 44th Platoon*has the mis- 
sion of training and using dogs as 
scouts,. The dogs are not trained 
to attack the enemy but only to 
locate him. They are=not to be 
confused with their police counter- 
part, the sentry or war dog.

TRAINING A DOG to lead his 
handler te a concealed “enemy” 
is complicated and demands the 
utmost patience. As an initial step, 
a dog must first be taught who is 
mester. At this point, he also 
Jearns to obey simple commands 
such as “heel”, “sit”, “stay”, 
“cown” and “jump-” In field ex- 
ercises, these commands would be 
employed in case the dog were to 
become exposed and visible to en- 
emy fire. 

Scout. dogs are used for night 
conbat or reconnaissance patrol. 
Their day work is in jungle or 
heavily wooded areas where visi- 
bility is limited. They locate and 
point out the enemy and their job 
is done.

WHEN THE DOGS are ready to 
fake the field, most of the work is 
over. M/Sgt. Arthur M, Milks, 
field first sergeant in charge of 
training, sums up the basic in- 
struction in one word—patience. 

“You have to have patience,” 
said Milks, “and you have to be 
smarter than the dog.. You have 
to let him know what you want him 
to do.” 

Milks added that sometimes he 
suspects the dogs are. out-thinking 
the men, including Himself. 

“They like to show off,” he ob- 
served. “In hot weather, however, 
tempers are too short When the 
animals get this. way, it’s time to 
call a break, 10 Nutes in the 
shade.”

In spite of the fact the dogs are 
superbly trained, treated kindly 
and tended almost 24 hours daily, 
the paragon of dogdom is occasion- 
ally shattered and the scout dog 
becomes a mere canine. This hap- 
pens when a new man forgets he 
is master of only one dog. Somé 
handlers, however, will take care 
of two dogs. 


Accidents happen, too, when the 
men step in to stop a fight between 
dogs. A few handlers have been 
bitten, but according to Milks, the 
German shepherd is a gentle dog. 

“In fact,” said the dog trainer,

MOST BORING baseball discussion of the year could be the 
one about whether it’s easier to hit a cheap homer in the Polo Grounds 
or in Ebbets Field. P 

The whole thing was started by Leo Durocher when he said he 
was disgusted by the “cheap fly ball homers” hit by the Dodgers in 
Ebbets Field. Dodger fans naturally flipped over this, thinking of the 
extremely cheap homers hit down the lines in the Polo Ground. People 
in glass houses, as the saying goes. A few Cleveland fans might have 
been startled by Leo’s statement, too, They well remember that game- 
winning pop fly homer by Dusty Rhodes in the World Series. 

What follows may sound screwy, but the view here is that homers 
hit in the Polo Grounds down the foul lines to right (257 feet) or 


the upper deck. A pole could be placed about 20 feet out from the 
foul lines to separate the ground rule doubles from the home runs. 
This -is the way such absurd “homers” are turned into doubles in 
many high school and sandlot parks and there’s no reason why they 
couldn’t do the same thing in the majors. Of course, such a suggestion 
has absolutely no chance of ever being seriously considered. 

As for cheap homers at Ebbets Field, it’s true that it’s much easier 
to hit a homer to left-center or right-center in Ebbets Field than it 
is in the Polo Grounds. Indeed, you have to hit the ball 450 feet to 
left-center or right-center to get a homer in the Giants’ ball park.

Russell usually weighs in close 
to the 156 pound light-middlweight 
class limit. Between matches his 
weight often goes up to 170 pounds.

His secret—over boxer’s trunks, 
put on a tee shirt and a GI rain- 
coat.
